PREFACE. 


LiTKKAUY  laliuf  and  Llic  wish  to  j)reservc  liislurical  facts, 
l)eiiiL^'  almost  a  |)assioii  wiih  iir',  liavL'  hecu  tlic  luoxiiig  caiiM'S 
fur  the  pruductiuii  of  lliis  book.  A  few  jcars  since,  while 
gatlicriiig  (lata  ichitiiig  to  an  old  New  Eni^hind  lauiily,  it 
\\as  necessary  to  ascertain  the  pedii^ree  of  her  cini^M'alinLC  an- 
cestt.r  to  the  New  WurM,  of  a  female  uieniher  of  the  Nonis 
lineage,  who  had  hecomc  connected  witli  it  l>y  marriage.  This 
retjuii-ed  so  much  research  that  liefore  its  acconijilishment,  I 
gleaned  genealogical  and  historical  matter  of  consideral)le  \alue 
relating  to  her  dii-jct  line,  and  also  to  collateral  branehe-,  of 
the  Norris  family,  d'his  was  ol^aincd  from  wills,  the  adminis- 
ti-ations  of  estates,  from  tk'cds,  the  rec<.»rds  of  towns  and 
churches,  from  tondt.stones,  from  family  records,  and  from  in- 
formation endiraced  in  a  very  extensive  corres|iondence  with 
memliers    of    the    Xorris    family,    :iud     from    pulilished    I'ecords. 

Suh.sr,|iiently,  I  decided,  ill  ordcM-  to  preserve  facts  already 
olitained,  to  make  a  i/(.ii,.rul  histoi-y  of  the  Norris  family. 
Having  this  delinite  plan  ln.'foie  me,  my  in\-estigations  and 
lal)oi-s  were  reni'wed,  and  ha\e  continued  till  the  prt'senl,  and 
the  result,  —  the  |n-eserv;ition  of  the  annals  of  .aiuHher  New 
I^aigland  family, —  is  ni)W  given  lo  the  Norrises  and  to  tiic 
general     public. 

(ienealoglcal  works  arc  never  I'emuncrativc,  ami  are  seldom 
pi'e[)ared,    except     by    intcri'sird     persons,    as    "a    labor    of     love," 
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()!•  ]»y  others,  in  whom  tlie  historical  ti'eiid  is  Sd  jiowerful 
tliat  they  can  hardly  fail  to  work,  write,  and  ]ir(])are  them. 
I  have  made  a  large  expenditure  of  time,  ial)or,  and  money, 
and  this  book  is  as  full  in  information  and  as  attractive  in 
form,  as  was  ])t)S8il)le.  I  assumed  the  entire  expense  of  tlie 
undertaking.  i\Iy  chief  ]-ecompense  is  in  tiic  pleasure  (»f  this 
l)Ook's  jn'cjjaration,  the  knowledge  that  history  is  preserved, 
ami  the  thought  that  others  may  experience  delight  in  its 
perusal    and    jtossession. 

A  well  ]irejiared  hook  of  genealogy  and  biographies  is  oi 
great  value  because  of  its  relation  to  local  and  general  history, 
and  it  ]ireser\es  a  vast  amount  of  information  which  otherwise 
would  be  lost.  Lands  and  homes  are  located  and  described, 
the  manners  of  life  of  bygone  generations  are  delineated,  and 
they  who  have  long  been  sleeping  are,  by  the  published 
records  of  their  lives,  made  familiar  acquaintances  of  the 
|)resent  generatiun.  Tlie  life-history,  with  the  t(jils,  struggles, 
sacritices  of  our  predecessors  is  made  known  to  those  of  the 
present,  for  their  beiieCit  and  loyal  appreciation.  The  fathers 
and    muthei-s    of    the    long    ago,    live    again    in    their    descendants. 

My  task  is  over.  They  who  have  kindly  furnished  me 
information  and  records  of  themselves  or  others,  have  my 
sincere  thanks.  They  who  from  any  cause  neglected  my  oft 
repeated  and  urgent  request  to  impart  desired  knowledge,  may, 
when    too    late,    regret    their    indifference. 

I  experienced  considerable  dilliculty  in  secui-ing  a  sullicient 
numbi'r  of  sul»scribers  in  the  Norris  family  to  li(piidate  the 
expense  of  publication,  not  to  mention  the  exjierise  of  j)rej)ara- 
tion,  of  this  book.  iVt  this  critical  juncture  II(;n.

HISTORY  OF  Tltli  NORRIS  FAMII,Y. 


1.  Nicholas  Noi-ris\  was  the  iiro'^enitor  vi  this  family.  His  prub- 
ahlu  (late  of  hii-th  was  ahuuL  104(1.  IJy  (K-cu|iati()ii  he  w.as  a  taih.r 
and  i-hanl.T,  and  was  ;m  rarly  ii-siikait  of  1  laiii|iloii,  N.  II.  The 
ti-ailitioii  ill  rt'i;:u(l  to  his  uri-iii  is  thai  he  was  of  Kii^lisii  extrac- 
lion,  l.ciii.j;  a  (i"esceii<laiit,  of  one  of  tlie  Knulish  setthTS  in  Irehuul, 
where  lie  w.as  horn.  That  he  was  '^a  stowaway"  in  an  enii^^rant 
shi]!,  and  arri\ed  in  Anieriea  when  fourteen  yiMi's  (jf  aue.  He  be- 
longed to  that  -oo.lly  throiiL,'  who  al  ihal  early  day  eniiv'raled  to 
New  Hampshire  to  deseloji  and  found  a  suecessful  and  prosperous 
State. 

He  married  Sarah  C'oxe,  Utli  mo.  *ilst  day,  Itililj.  This  is  the 
first  record  of  him  in  Hampton.  On  S.'pt.'j'il,  KKid,  lu'  deeded  a 
dwellin-diouse  and  three  a.-re-  (.f  phmtin-^  land  in  Ilaniplon  to  dwhn 
(h.direv.  ddiat  same  yt'ar  he  .appeared'in  Kxeter,  N.  II.  In  1077 
lu'  took  the  oatli  of  alle-i'-i'iee,  (U'sired  the  jurisdiction  of  .Ma^^a(dlU- 
.s<-t1s  in  U')9U,  and  w.as  a  soldier  in  garrison  fi'om  Aui^.  o  to  Auir.  ol, 
KilM),  undei-  Kinsley  Hall.  His  iiome  was  near  Meetingdi.uise  liill 
in  Exeter  Viilai^e. 

On  .^I.arch  8, 1720-21,  ten  acres  of  land  were  laid  out  to  him  hy 
the  town  of  Exeter,  on  the  ''north  side  of  a  mastew.iy  k'adiufj,  fiom 
Col,  Hilton's  to  Pawtuckawave  Mills,"  it  hcin'4  the  .southwest  cor- 
ner of  John  Smkler's  til'ty  acres  of  land.  He  (U'cded  aw.ay  land 
June  1(1,  17"-11,  widch  is  the  last  reference  t«'  him  found  upon  any 
ret'ord.      He  must  have  died  soon  atli-r  that  dale.

He  was 
aresidentof  Kpping,  N.  II.;  born  there  April  0,  1730.  By  his  father's 
will,  i)r(n'en  Dec.  28,  17G8,  he  i'ect:ived  one-half  of  the  homestead  and 
of  the  buildiiif^fs.  He  rei)eatedly  went  from  his  town  as  a  soldier  in 
the  wai-  of  the  I  devolution,  and  rt'ndered  valiant  and  eiiicient  service; 
was  eai-ly  a  commissioned  ollicer,  and  in  1775  was  a  captain  of  the 
0th  eoin])any,  2d  N.  H.  regiment,  connnaiuled  by  Col.  Enoch  Poor. 
He  entei-ed  tlie  sei-vice  IMay  25;  mustered  in  June  17,  1775,  tlie  chiy 
of  the  battle  of  Hunker  Hill.  On  the  succeeding  day,  at  11  o'clock 
A.  M.,  he  was  directed  to  marcli  his  men  to  ('amlu-idge,  Mass.,  and 
join  the  army  without  tin:  loss  of  time.  lie  served  two  months 
and  c'h:ven  <l,iys.

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On  Nov.  8,  1776,  lie  was  coiiiniissioned  a  ca))taiii  in  lliu  lid  battal- 
ion, '2d  N.  II.  regiiueiil,  in  tin;  Continental  «er\ici',  fi>r  tlircL-  years. 
This  was  coinnianded  !)y  Col.  Ein>cli  Poor.  lie  ])ailici|iatL'd  in  the 
tsliai-ply  contested  action  at  Castleton,  and  was  reported  .slain,  and 
jierhaps  was  taken  prisoner  Jidy  7,  1777,  at  llubbardston,  \'t.  On 
the  liOth  <)(  Sept.,  1777,  he  was "  proiin.led  to  he  a  major  in  the  3d 
regiment  ot  N.  II.,  commanded  hy  C'ol.  Alexander  Scammcl,  and 
shared  in  the  niemoi-aMc  campaign  of  (4cn.  John  Sidlivan  against 
the  Indians  m  Western  New  York  in  177U.  Dining  this  pciio.l  he 
kej)t  a  journal,  and  the  original  manuscript  is  now  in  the  possession 
of  the  Historical  Society,  Hiil'falo,  N.  Y.  It  has  been  published  en- 
tire in  connection  with  the  history  of  General  Sullivan's  Indian  ex- 
pediti,,n,  1771»,  |Md.lishe<l  ii,  l.siS7  by  the  State  <d"  New  York.  In  the 
i)attle  at  Newtown  (now  l^lmil■a),  N.  \'.,  he  pai'I  icipated,  and  aftei' 
the  com-lusiou  of  this  ha/ai'ilous  and  suci-essfid  campiiign  he  re- 
turned to  the  alxjde  of  civilization  in  safety.  He  continued  in  the 
seivice  until  about  July  o,  17SU,  when  he 'left  the  service,  probably 
by  the  expiration  of  his  term.  lie  returned  to  hipping,  N.  II.,  and 
foi-  several  years  pt'rformed  his  dutii's  as  a  citizen. 

After  the  KV'Volution,  ami  late  in  life,  he  joined  tlu'  tide  of  emi- 
gi'ation  to  the  eastward  and  located  in  ^lonniouth,  Kennebec  co., 
Maine.

He  was  affable  and  courteous  in  manner,  of  imposing  presence,  ,iii<l 
possessed  gi-eat  kindness  of  lieart.  His  integrity  was  unquestioned, 
liis  cliaractei-  was  unlileinished  ;  he  was  a  fe.aiK'ss  fighter  against 
all  ini(|uity,  and  he  held  an  exalted  ]K)sition  in  the  puhlic  estima- 
tion. He  married  Sally  Smilli  Noi'cross,  .laughter  ..f  .Nathairul  .and 
lumicc^  (Ilodgkins)  Norcross,  of  Ileadlield,  Me.,  in  1815.

lie  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in  1828,  witli  a  high  rejnita- 
tiun  for  schc^larsliii).  He  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  tlie  bar 
in  liS;>"J,  and  ci.>mmenced  the  praetice  of  his  profession  in  Ijarnstead, 
N.  H.  In  the  course  of  two  or  tliree  years  he  clianged  liis  )esi<lence 
to  Ids  native  town  of  Pittsfield,  wliicli  was  liis  liome  till  1849,  when 
he  i-cmove<l  to  the  acti\  e  and  stirring  young  city  <jf  Manchester, 
which  was  iiis  home  at  tin'  time  of  his  deceasi'. 

His  political  career  commenced  in  1837,  when  he  was  chosen  to 
represent  Pittslield  in  the  legislature.  From  that  time  until  his 
death  he  was  almost  continually  in  the  puldic  service.  He  repre- 
sented Pittslield  in  the  House  in  1837,  '38,  '39,  '40,  and  was  elected 
speaker  in  the  latter  year.  He  was  a  inendjer  of  the  governor's 
council  in  1811,  was  again  a  representative  from  Pittsfield  in  1842, 
and  was  elected  to  e(jngress  h}'  the  deniocrac}'  in  1843,  re-elected  in 
1845,  again  represented  Pittslield  in  the  legislature  in  1817,  and  was 
elected  s[)caker,  was  re-electe(l  representative  in  1848,  and  in  that 
year  was  (dioscn  United  States  senatoi',  to  serve  for  si.v  years  fi-om 
the  4tli  of  March,  1849.  He  tocjk  a  strong  ]iart  and  an  active  in- 
tei-cst  ill  the  legislaticni  of  his  native  state,  and  in  the  nati(uial  ct^n- 
grcss.  He  was  a  strong  partisan.  His  native  vigor  of  intellect, 
iiiijiio\ed  l>y  study  and  rellection,  never  failed  to  show  his  cousei'V- 
ative  action.  On  life  he  looked  with  careful  eyes,  and  his  judgment 
was  rijieued  hy  large  and  varied  experience.  He  possessed  much 
lirmuess  of  purpose,  and  his  speeches  in  (a^ngress  upon  the  great 
and  exciting  (piestions  which  then  agitated  the  puhlic  mind  at- 
tracted miudi  attention.

She  was  a 
person  of  rare  strength,  faculty,  and  imrity  of  (diaraeler;  was  fond 
of  readiiiL;-  from  her  youth,  and  \\as  at-lively  interested  in  foumlinjj,- 
a  ladicvs'  lihrary  assiM'iatioii  in  lier  city;  was  connected  for  over 
twenty  years  as  a  w  ui'ker  w  ith  tlie  Ladies'  I  lome  Association,  of  which 
she  was  j>resident  for  sixteen  years.  This  iccord  ofser\ice  for  the 
unfortunate  and  the  pooi-,  i^  iiauemhei'ed  of  her.  She  passed  to  her

Sincdair  was  an  industrious  btudent,  a  blight  ami 
successful  scholar.  Nature  gave  him  a  strong  and  muscular  frame, 
and  as  his  liealth  was  robust  he  possessed  much  animal  sjurit,  and 
was  a  f^reat  lover  of  athletic  sports,  and  was  full  of  wit.  ]5ut  life  s 
duties  pres.sed  early  upon  him,  and  he  entered,  when  13  years  ot  age, 
the  emplov  (.f  Webster  &  Peavey,  merchants,  in  Landalt,  and  re- 
mained six"  years.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  acidemy  at  New- 
bury, Vt.  Entered  business  life  in  Manchester,  N.  11.,  then  m  baw- 
reiice,  JNIass.,  ami  in  18-17  located  in  Bethlehem,  as  .»wner  ol  a_  coun- 
try store,  ami  a  manufacturer  of  starch,  and  soon  won  the  conhdence 
,>{  his  to'wnsmen,  and  entered  political  life;  was  rc].resentative  m 
1«52,  '53,  '54,'55,'G2,'G3,'7(>,  '77, '78,  and  was  a  member  of  the  con- 
stitutional convention.  In  1873,  while  a  resident  of  Littleton,  he  re].- 
rcsented  that  town  in  the  House.  In  1858  and  'a'J  he  was  a  member 
of  the  state  senate.  His  long  and  active  legislative  career  had  some 
interesting  and  brilliant  e).isodes,  and  he  was  one  of  the  most  .laniig, 
brave,  and  brilliant  leaders  of  the  democracy  in  the  state. 

In  isGb  he  was  the  democratic  candidate  for  governor,  but  tailed 
of  an  election.

It  was  accepted,  ami  then 
nisued  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  exciting  campaigns  iii  tlic 
stale  Both  were  line  political  orators,  and  great  throngs  of  ].eopje 
attended  each  meeting.  Their  speeches  attracted  much  altciition  m 
and  out  of  the  state,  and  many  editorials  in  the  leading  journals  criti- 
cised the  ar-niments  (.f  the  intellectual  athletes.  The  contest  was 
sharii  and  the  democracy  was  again  defeated.  In  18GS  he  was  chair- 
man of  the  New  Hampshire  delegation  to  the  national  deiiKKuatic 
eonvention.  His  long  i.ublic  career  as  a  citi/en  of  N'ew  Hampshire 
drew  to  a  close  in  1879,  wlieii  he  left  his  home  among  the  granite 
hills,  and  established  a  new  home  in  the  sunny  south,  m  Orlando 
Oran.'c  co.,  Fla.  There  he  has  founded  a  large  and  lucrative  real 
estate  business,  and  is  engaged  in  other  enterprises.  He  is  still  vig- 
orous in  mind  and  body.

(d' S(U-row.  Mrs.  l'\illett  took  an  acti\e  interest  in' the  l>eneV(.lenL 
enterprises  of  the  cit}-  of  her  home.  She  was  \  ice-jiresideiit  or  di- 
rector of  the  Home  Assi»ciation,  which  c;ared  for  the  i>ii(ir:ind  need}'; 
was  also  viee-iu-esident  of  the  Detroit  Home  for  the  Friendless,  and 
was  president  of  the  Ypsilanli  Ladies'  Library  Association.  Its  intiu- 
ence  upon  the  mental  growth  and  culture  of  the  city  was  \ery  great. 

The  last  four  years  \>f  Mrs.  Follett's  life  were  clouded  by  niany 
severe  illnesses,  and  much  intense  bodily  suffering.  During  the  last 
two  years  lier  sufferings  had  been  so  acute  and  fre.juent,  that  she 
often  longed  inexpressibly  ft>r  the  blessed  rest  of  heaven,  but  her 
wonderful  \  itality  seemed  proof  against  the  liercest  shocks  of  dis- 
ease. More  than  once  did  her  <]ear  ones  think,  sorrowfidly,  that  the 
end  was  \'ery  near,  yet  she  wajuld  be  given  back  to  them  frcjm  the 
very  ai'nis  of  death. 

Iler  last  illiu'ss  was  one  of  great  physical  suiferiiig,  but  she  had 
again  rallied  wonderfully,  and  at  her  own  request,  her  children  had 
all  but  one,  the  youngest,  left  her  and  gone  back  to  their  duties,  hi 
a  few  days  she  was  seized  with  a  congestive  chill,  and  jiassed  away 
fi-om  I'arth  Sept.  10,  iSSl.  The  weary,  pain-racked  body  was  laid 
to  rest  beside  that  <d"  the  hii.sband  o{  her  youth,  in  beautiful  "  High- 
land (Cemetery,"  which  now  crowns  the  hill  that  oNaalooks  the  \al- 
ley  of  the  Huron,  and  where  in  thc>  nmnth  of.lune,  IN'J.S,  she  and 
her  mother  caught  the  llrst  glimpse  of  the  home  they  afterwards 
came  to  know  and  Iom',  for  almost  half  a  century.  Vov  her  is  the 
blissful  life  of  that  heaven  lor  which  an  earnest  Christian  .-haraeter,

He  was  born  in  lioston, 
Mass.,  May  27,  1831,  and  about  1832  went  with  liis  j)areiits  to  Sut- 
ton, Vt.,  where  he  resided  till  1850,  exce])!  two  years  sjtent  in  learn- 
ing the  trade  of  a  bl.acksniith  in  Springfield,  Mass,  In  1850,  with 
his  jiarents,  he  removed  to  (liens  i^'alls,  N.  Y.,  wliere  he  engaged 
in  business  for  liiniself.  He  was  an  expert  mechanic,  and  ])ros|ieied 
well,  having  most  oi  the  work  to  do  for  the  numerous  lumber  mills 
of  the  place.  He  eidarged  his  business,  and  at  the  breaking  t)ut  of 
the  war,  he  had  the  largest  wagon  and  carriage  works  in  the  place. 
In  18G2  lie  enlisted  in  the  war  of  tlie  Rebellion,  and  was  commis- 
sioned captain  by  (iov.  K.  D.  Morgan,  Aug.  10,  1862,  in  Co.  A,  118th 
regt.  N.  Y.  vols.  He  raised  his  company  of  one  hundred  strong, 
composed  of  the  finest  young  men  of  tlie  ])lace,  and  tlie  engine  com- 
pany, of  which  he  was  a  member,  "Old  Defiance  No.  1,"  presented 
him  with  a  sword  and  sash  as  he  left  for  the  front. 

After  serving  two  years  with  credit,  he  was  discharged  on  ac- 
count of  severe  and  dangerous  sickness,  which  prostrated  him  for 
nearly  a  year.  Then  he  again  engaged  in  business,  and  liis  ))roperty 
was  burned  to  the  ground.  He  rebuilt  his  works  larger  than  ever, 
which  were  again  swept  away  in  the  great  fire  which  destroyed  the 
business  portion  of  Glens  Falls.  These  repeated  reverses  somewhat 
discouraged  liim,  and  he  gathered  together  the  property  he  had  left, 
and  removed  to  the  oil  regions  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  spring  of 
1866,  where  he  has  since  lived,  and  for  twenty-six  years  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacture  of  oil-well  drilling  and  fishing  tools.  He 
lias  won  the  reputation  in  the  oil  regions  of  being  the  most  exjjert 
manufacturer  of  such  implements.  He  has  invented,  and  received 
patents  on,  som^  mechanical  devices.  His  sons,  Frank  IL,  and  Dan- 
iel E.  Norris,  are  associated  with  him  in  business.  Mr.  Norris  bears 
liis  years  well.  He  is  an  independent  republican  in  ])olitics,  and 
was  elected  the  first  Burgess  of  Bradford,  Penn.  Resides  in  Tiona, 
I'enn.  He  married,  Dec.  31,  1853,  Harriet  Lucretia,  daughter  of 
James  and  Mary  (Newton)  Buswell,  of  Glens  Falls,  N.  Y.  She  was 
born  in  P:dinburgh,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  12,  1834.
